ton Collins, Army Chief of Staff. 
His wife also was at the airport. 

Before boarding the plane Ridg- 
way told reporters he wanted only 
to pay tribute to the ‘indomitable 
heart of the man whose death is 
the reason for my being here.” 

Request of MacArthur. 


Soon after the Pentagon was 
notified of Gen. Walker’s death, 
Gen. Collins called MacArthur by 
phone at Tokyo. During the con- 
versation, Pentagon officials re- 
ported, MacArthur said he would 
like to have Ridgway assigned as 
successor to Walker. 

Collins agreed and within a 
short-time Ridgway had been no- 
tified and began making prepara- 
tions for his trip to Korea. 

MacArthur gets a man de- 
scribed by one general of long 
acquaintance as “brilliant, a pro- 
found student of military tactics 
—and one of the most courageous 
men I’ve ever known.” 

Ridgway jumped with his para- 
troopers in the Normandy cam- 
paign. Friends here recall that 
during. the fighting in~ Europe 
Ridgway used to carry a Spring- 
field service rifle strapped to his 
jeep and take off on his own 
enemy-hunting expeditions when 
he had a chance.

He was on 
the best possible terms with the 
airmen supplying tactical support 
to his ground forces, and to ob- 
serve how this was working out 
and what the enemy was up to he 
flew from this base accompanied 
only by an Air Force officer who 
acted as his pilot and air adviser. 

Flights Kept Secret. 

This correspondent knew of the 
General’s flights but strict mili- 
tary secrecy prevented publica- 
tion of the details.

Today’s Commitments.

But it is 
action based for its success on 
a calculated risk that the leaders 
of Communism will not launch an 
all-out war before the West is 
more prepared. 

It is this risk which makes the 
time element of supreme impor- 
tance. All disclosures of Allied 
plans in recent days have had 
in common the need for one or 
two years, possibly more, in 
which to construct the newly 
planned ramparts of the West. 

During this interval the one 
power which is relied upon to 
stay the military might of the 
Kremlin is the atomic striking 
power of the United States. 

Diplomacy, however, has an im- 
portant role to play in exploring 
the possibilities of peaceful set- 
tlements with the Communist bloc 
or, if these prove impossible, of 
figuring out ways to buy time 
while strengthening the _ anti- 
Communist coalition. 

Steps Taken by West. 
Those purposes, in fact, appear 
clearly to underlie the current / 
diplomacy of Washington, London 
and Paris. As a result of deci- 
sions reached at the Brussels con- 
ference early this week, the West 

is: 

1. Prepared, as the United 
States, Britain and France told 
Moscow yesterday, to open nego- 
tiations with the Soviet Union on 
a wide range of east-west issues 
which are at the roots of present 
world tensions. 

_ .2. Going ahead urgently with 

the creation of an international 
army to defend Western Europe. 
This step is being taken on the 
ground that there is no other ef- 
fective way to build bargaining 
strength with Russia—or to meet 
the threat of a Communist war. 

3. Negotiating with Germany— 
despite Russian protests—to in- 
clude German units in this army. 

4. Stepping up production of all 
types of weapons on a schedule 
designed to maintain minimum 
adequate strength for many years 
without too greatly disrupting 
civilian economies. 

The rearmament measures will 
take many months to carry out; 
the European army will be years 
in organization. 

Aim Is Army of 1,000,000. 

New reports from Brussels said 
the Atlantic powers were aiming 
at an army of about 1,000,000 men 
in defense positions facing the 
Iron Curtain by the end of 1953. 

Secretary of State Dean Ache- 
son was reported to have told the 
Senate Foreign Relations Com- 
mittee yesterday that the aim was 
a total force of 3,000,000 men by 
1953—his larger figure presum- 
ably including sea, air and mili- 
tary support units. 

Thus it will be a relatively long 
and dangerous time before the 
plans agreed to this week by the 
Western nations can be trans- 
lated into strength in existence. 
One aspect of American-British- 
French diplomacy, therefore, is 
designed to prevent the open but 
limited war with the Chinese 
Communists in Korea from be- 
coming a general war, even at 
the cost of further United Na- 
tions defeats.

Such production 
would be added to a Soviet tank 
force which as long as two years 
ago was believed to be in the 
neighborhood of 25,000.

it granted the company’s most re- 
cent plea for a fare increase. 

The union’s executive board 
restated the arguments advanced 
earlier by A. E. East, union presi- 
dent, that the company and the 
union have a written agreement 
calling for extra pay for men who 
sell “passes” and that the fact 
that the cards being issued now 
by the company are called “per- 
mit cards” does not alter that 
agreement. 

East said that in 1944, and 
thereafter until last year when 
the company abandoned issuance 
of passes, the agreement provid- 
ed for an hour's extra pay on 
Sundays for handling passes and 
10 minutes’ extra pay on Satur- 
days and Mondays. This was in 
payment for “turn-in” time, or 
time required for operators to 
account for the money they col- 
lected from passengers. 

This agreement has been dor- 
mant with the understanding it 
would go into effect again if the 
men were required to sell passes, 
East said. 

Artbitration Proposal Rejected. 

The executive board of the 
union has turned down a com- 
pany proposal that the issue be 
arbitrated on the ground that the 
company has no right to “take 
an arbitrary position in violation 
of the agreement and then offer 
to arbitrate it.” 

The company contended yester- 
day that “‘turn-in time” under the 
new rate schedule will be short- 
ened because operators will not 
have to handle pennies or tokens 
and because the permit. cards 
will sell for an even amount, 
eliminating the necessity of mak- 
ing change. He added that the 
permit cards will be sold only on 
Sundays and Mondays. 

The weekly permit cards will 
sell for $1 and will entitle the 
holder to ride upon payment of 
a 5-cent fare. In addition to the 
permit card and the _ 15-cent 
straight cash fare for adults there 
now are in effect a 5-cent fare 
for children under 12 and a 75- 
cent student pass. The old trans- 
fer rules remain unchanged. 

Although permit cards normally 
will be on sale on Sundays and 
Mondays, they will be issued on 
Tuesday as well this week because 
tomorrow is a holiday. Purchasers 
may buy as many permit cards as 
they wish.

None of the four viewed the 
badly-decomposed remains, but 
Hart said all were satisfied it was 
Mr. Alexander’s body. 

Because of the body’s excessive 
deterioration, Princeton township 
police had hesitated to identify 
the body as that of Mr. Alexan- 
der. Chief Martin Clausen said 
tonight, however, that the case 
is now closed. Drowning was 
established as the cause of death. 

The machine, a Lincoln coupe 
which Mr. Alexander drove to 
the reunion, was spotted through - 
the ice yesterday by Catherine 
Gwynn, 16, and Barbara Coan, 
15, as they were skating on the 
lake. The speedometer was stuck 
between 30 and 35 miles an hour. 

The place where the automo- 
bile was found is the deepest part 
of Lake Carnegie, the scene of 
many intercollegiate crew races.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 23. 

F any man is big enough and 

tough enough for the. biggest 
| and toughest job in the world, 
it is Charles Edward Wilson, for- 
mer president of the General 
Electric Co., who was sworn in 
Thursday as Director of Defense 
Mobilization. 

His job will be to direct Ameri- 
can civilian manpower and ma- 
terials toward a war economy 
with the greatest possible effi- 
ciency. His work with General 
Electric and in government has 
given him what appears to be un- 
equaled qualifications for devis- 
ing and operating a governmental 
setup that will touch the living 
standards of every man, woman 
and child in the country in pre- 
paring this nation for whatever 
aggressive moves the Kremlin 
orders. 


In his new position, Wilson, 
who is not to be confused with 
President Charles Erwin Wilson 
of General Motors, will have pow- 
ers commensurate with those ex- 
ercised during World War II by 
Chairman Donald M. Nelson of 
the War Production Board and 
Director James F. Byrnes of the 
Office of War Mobilization. He 
will be both an operating mana- 
ger and a policy maker. 

He Reports Only to Truman. 

Byrnes may have had greater 
potential authority, but he was 
under the constant supervision of 
President Roosevelt, who liked to 
have a hand in all important de- 
cisions and operations. From 
President Truman, Wilson got the 
word that he was to be the boss 
and would report only to the 
President. Truman believes in 
the delegation of authority and is 
not likely to interfere with Wil- 
son’s organization or appoint com- 
peting individuals and groups. As 
executive vice chairman of the 
WPB in 1943, Wilson learned that 
the top man must make policy as 
well as direct operations. 
Physically, Wilson is a big man, 
six feet two inches tall weighing 
200 compact pounds. Although 
he is 64'‘years old, his reddish 
brown hair is orily slightly whit- 
ened at the temples. His ruddy 
complexion evidences his outdoor 
sports, such as golf and deep-sea 
fishing. 

Mentally and temperamentally 
he is also a big man. A poor 
West Side New York boy, he quit 
school at 13 to go to work in a 
small electrical works at three 
dollars for a 60-hour week. He 
fought his way to the $275,000-a- 
year presidency of a great electri- 
cal company and gave it up this 
week to serve his country at $22,- 


BONN, Dec. 23 (AP)—United

Could Slow German Help. 

He has enough influence to 
slow down the creation of Ger- 
man units if he continues his 
present policy. He has said “no” 
to German participation in the 
Brussels plans. 

Allied-German negotiations on 
the form of the German contribu- 
tion to western defense and the 
relaxation of occupation re- 
straints that go with it are to be- 
gin early in January. 

The reactions of the rightist 
government of Chancellor Kon- 
rad Adenauer to the Brussels pro- 
posals have been favorable. 

When high commissioners of 
the occupation powers told the 
Chancellor about the Brussels de- 
cisions they stressed that the Al- 
lies are prepared to throw most 
of their occupation controls out 
of the window in return for quick 
arming of German manpower in 
the common cause. 

Today’s talk between McCloy 
and Schumacher was a similar 
briefing. Again the stress was 
on the greater sovereignty West 
Germany could achieve by willing 
co-operation in western defense 
plans.

Wilson, with his new powers, 
set up a production executive 
committee composed of represen- 
tatives of the WPB, Army.

The 
main cause of the trouble had 
been stories “leaked” out by their 
subordinates. 

In his present job, Wilson 
will have to do more than has 
been done to get the military 
“programs” from the Pentagon.

TRUMAN'S TRIBUTE 
IN DEATH OF WALKER 


Nation Has Suffered Tre- 
mendous Loss, He Tells 
Widow in Cablegram. 


KANSAS CITY, Mo., Dec. 23 
(AP)—President Truman said to- 
day the nation “suffered a tre- 
-mendous loss” in the death of Lt. 
Gen, Walton H. Walker. Truman 
sent the following cablegram to 
Mrs. Walker in Japan: 

‘“‘Deepest sympathy in the loss 
of your husband on the battle- 
field in Korea. Our country has 
‘suffered a tremendous loss, too. 
| “Gen. Walker had a great tal- 
‘ent for generalship. He was a 
i true leader of his men and suf- 
|fered with them the hardships of 
his campaigns. He was a soldier 
—a real soldier. To you and me 
there is no higher compliment.”

Constitution Assigns Task to Commission 
Named by Governor—St. Louis Likely to 
Be Held to Seven Districts—Time Limit 
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Specified—How Parties Seek Advantage.

When the state enatorial Ap- 
portionment Commission, to be 
appointed by Gov. Forrest Smith, 
gets at its job early next year, a 
six-month period of political, re- 
gional and personal finagling will 
result if the approaching redis- 
tricting effort follows the lines 
of previous ones. 


The Commission will consist of | 
five Demoerats and five Republi- 
cans chosen from lists of 10 sub- 
mitted by each of the major 
party state committees. 


Within the limits prescribed 
by the Constitution, it would 
be possible for the Commission 
to allot St. Louis, St. Louis 
county and Jackson county 
(Kansas City), the metropolitan 
areas, 11 Senatorial dis- 
tricts and the rest of the state 


an equal number. 


But, as the Commission will 
be predominatly rural, it may 
be expected that St. Louis will 
be held to its present seven dis- 
tricts and Jackson county to 
is present four. 


There is no way the Commis- 
sion can legally avoid allotting 
three districts to St. Louis 
county, one more than it now 
has. This will give the metro- 
politan area 14 Senators and 
the rest of the state 20. 

This will work out that the 
three city areas with 47.9 per 
cent of the population of the 
state will have a representation 
of only 41.2 per cent in the 
Senate. 


A redistricting is a diffult job | 
because of the schemes some of 
the commissioners will think up 
and because of the _ pressure 
brought on all of them as a result | 
of political, local and personal 
interests. 

It usually happens that many 
of those charged with the job are 
not only busy with manipulation 
in an effort to satisfy one or 
more of these interests, but also 
are constantly on guard to prevent 
the others from winning the ad- 
vantages for which they are 
scheming.

In view of democratic election | 


reverses in November, Truman's 
prospective legislative score 
comes as something of a surprise 
to those who predicted nothing 
but trouble from Capitol Hill. 

’ When Congress knocked off for 
the holidays yesterday, the Sen- 
ate had cleaned up much of the 
major “must” legislation. One 
exception to this is statehood for 
Alaska and Hawaii, which died in 
the Senate after being approved 
by the House. 

The House, stampeding home 
for Christmas, left final action 
on most of the program hanging 
until it gets back Jan. 1 for 
brief final session before the new 
Eighty-second Congress takes 
over Jan. 3, but the House none- 
theless is expected to give quick 
approval to all but one or two 
pending items in the closing leg- 
islative jam. 

Questionable Bills. 

The questionables are: 

1. A« bill to give Truman 
sweeping emergency powers to 
reorganize the executive branch 
of the Government and modify 
or revise defense contracts. 
Stalled in the House by Repub- 
lican opposition and the home- 
for-Christmas exodus, the war 
powers measure will be the first 
order of business when mem- 
bers return New Year’s day. 

The going was expected to 
be tougher in the Senate than 
in the House. Despite pleas | 
based on urgency of the mobili- 
zation effort, the Senate Execu- 
tive Expenditures Committee 
knocked the reorganization au- 
thority entirely out of the bill | 
reported to the Senate. Only | 
the contract revision authority | 
remains. It was approved by 
the Senate. 

2. Amendment of the Railway 
Labor Act to permit operators 
and rail unions to enter into 
union shop agreements. South- 
ern opposition. and resentment 
over the wildcat rail strikes, 
were credited with forcing lead- 
ers to put it over until Jan. 1. 

Big Ones In the Bag. 

However, the “big ones’—the 
multibillion-dollar excess profits 
tax bill, the 20-billion-dollar de- 
fense arms measure, and civil de- 
fense—awaited only an expected | 
quick final approval to send them 
to the White House. 

The Senate, before recessing 
Friday. passed the civil defense 
bill. The House passed it earlier 
in the week. 

The Senate also passed an ex- 
cess profits tax bill worked out 
by a Senate-House conference 
committee. The House has yet to 
stamp its final approval on this, 
but Truman should have both it 
and the defense rearmament bill 
as a New Year's day present. 

Other Bills Passed. 

Two other major items of the 
“lame duck” program are already 
law. They are the 90-day exten- 
sion of the rent control law and 
$38,000,000 of emergency drouth 
aid to Yugoslavia. 

As the Eighty-first Congress 
reaches its dying hours, its rec- 
ord on Fair Deal items is differ- 
ent from its score on the emer- 
gency items stemming from the 
Korean outbreak. 

Dying with it after New Year's 
are such key Fair Deal proposals 
as Taft-Hartley repeal, federal 
aid to education, compulsory 
health insurance, and a number 
of reorganization proposals _in- 
cluding creation of a new De- 
partment of Welfare. 


TREATY IS SIGNED, 
VIETNAM BECOMES 
INDEPENDENT STATE 


SAIGON, Dec. 23 (UP)—France 
and the state of Vietnam signed 
a treaty today under which Viet- 
nam became a sovereign, indepen- 
dent state within Indochina. 

The white parchment document 
was signed at a ceremony in the 
Saigon City Hall. Strong police | 
forces had been alerted for pos-_ 
sible violence by the Communists | 
who are waging a civil war within 
Vietnam. No widespread terror- | 
ism was reported, but four bombs 
went off, causing slight damage. 
Seven persons were injured by 
hand grenades. 

At another ceremony, the Unit- 
ed States, France. Vietnam and 
the Indochinese states of Laos 
and Cambodia signed a treaty 
regulating the transfer of Ameri- 
can weapons to Indochina. 

United States Minister Donald 
R. Heath promised that American | 
commitmenté in Korea would not | 
delay arms shipments to Indo- | 
china and warned that the Com- | 
munists would put up a “smoke . 
screen of lies” about the treaty.

Senator George D. Aiken (Rep.), Vermont, 
one of only five Republican Senators who 
voted against the Acheson ouster resolution, 
also was asked for a statement on why he 
opposed the action. In his statement, pre- 
pared for the Post-Dispatch, Senator Aiken 
refused to defend Acheson or his policies, 
' Stating “I still hold no brief for Mr. Ache- 
son.” He also contended Secretary Acheson 
“has lost a great deal of public confidence 
and might well be replaced by one better 
qualified in this respect.” 

However, Aiken declared “I think the 
Republican conference was in error in at- 
tempting to discredit a man rather than 
to constructively criticize a policy,” and 
added that he wanted no part in such an 
attempt “at this time.” 


Resolutions calling for Acheson’s dismissal] | 
were adopted by Republican Representatives | ° 
and Senators, separately, in closed sessions | 


last week. No transcripts of speeches at 
these sessions were made. 

Ives for years supported the bipartisan 
foreign policy. His resolution, after re- 
phrasing and with an amendment proposed 
by Senator Robert A. Taft of Ohio, was ap- 
proved 23 to 5. 

Ives told the Post-Dispatch that partisan 
politics had nothing to do with his action. 
Aiken, however, referred at the outset of his 
statement to “a party demand” that Acheson 
be removed. 

President Truman, at his press conference 
last Tuesday, said: 

“These recent attacks on Mr. Acheson 
are old in the sense that they are the 
same false charges that have been made 
time and time again over a period of 
months. They have no basis in fact what- 
ever. 

“It is the same sort of thing that hap- 
pened to Seward. President Lincoln was 
asked by a group of Republicans to dismiss 
Secretary of State Seward.

Had 
President Truman complied with the Re- 
publican demand and summarily dismissed 
Secretary Acheson the effect would have 
been to demoralize the Brussels confer- 
ence. I would have no part in an attempt 
to discredit the representative of the 
United States at this time. 

I still hold no brief for Mr. Acheson, but I 
do hold the President and the Administra- 
tion responsible for the conduct of our for- 
eign affairs. I hold the Administration re- 
sponsible for failure to co-operate with the 
Congress in this field. I hold it responsible 
for putting weak and incompetent men in so 
many high places. The best policies will not 
work when administrative ability is lacking. 
The Administration cannot be changed for 
two years. We are in a crisis. We are at 
war. We can not insure survival by con- 
stantly attacking the only executive leader- 
ship which we can have the next two years.

Harry Truman is no newcomer to feuding. 
As a studious boy he read all about the Civil |

When he quit the haberdashery business 
for practical politics, he feuded alongside the 
Pendergast faction against the Shannon fac- 
tion for bossdom of Kansas City.

As a County Judge, Senator and Vice Pres-

to their historic conference at Potsdam, the 
unpredictable Truman remarked: 


“I got very well acquainted* with Joe 


Stalin, and I like old Joe. 


“He is a decent fellow. But Joe is a pris- 
oner of the Politburo. He can’t do what he 
wants to.” 


This naive appraisal of old Joe Stalin was 
not confirmed at the State Department where 
it was said Uncle Joe was not prisoner but 
jailer. 

Starting rather late in life, it may be 
impossible for Harry Truman to catch up 
with Andrew Jackson’s record for bel- 
ligerency in and out of public office. But 
no one can say Truman isn’t trying. 

Here, in brief highlighting, is his sparring 
record for 1950: 

1. Truman writes a letter in reply to one 
from a Republican Congressman championing 
the United States Marines: “For your in- 
formation the Marine Corps is the Navy's po- 
lice force and as long as I am President that 
is what it will remain. They have a propa- 
ganda machine that is almost equal to 
Stalin’s.”

American Presidents, from George Washing- | 
ton on down, have been subjected to hyper-| 
criticism, to fishwifery nagging.

Truman’s 
correspondent said he was stunned at the non 
sequitur.

5. Reports persist that President Truman 
wrote a letter to a Missouri friend denouncing 
Senator-elect Thomas C. Hennings Jr. before 
he defeated Truman’s hand-picked candidate 
in the Missouri Democratic primary. Howe 
ever, this letter has never been published. 
Anyway, no love is lost between Truman and 
Hennings.

To mention a few, Plato believed 
that the earth is the oldest and first 
of all starry bodies, the center of the 
universe, possessing a soul; that there is 
a race of created, generated, visible 
gods; that man was the first mortal and 
that from him issued not only the fe- 
male but also beasts, birds and fishes. 


Ethically, he believed in exposing de- 
formed and sickly children; that chil- 
dren belonged to the state and not the 
family; that women should be consid- 
ered public property. 


Nevertheless, this thinker has had 
an astounding influence, not only in 
ancient Greece,, but also upon early 
Christian theologians, down through 
the later Neo-Platonists and scholastic 
schoolmen and into modern times. It 
is to wonder.

Christmas Eve, 1950 


The ancient altars smoke afresh, 
The ancient idols stir; :

Today the world actually seems darker and 
more ominous than it would if generations of 
men had not celebrated Christmas. This feast 
of joy brings out the contrast between what is 
and what might be. 


We are living again amidst wars and the 
rumors of wars. And so we are reminded more 
sharply that Christmas is the epitome of peace. 
We hear the song of the angels over Judea: 


Glory to God in the highest ... 
And over the stable of Bethlehem: 
» « « On earth peace, good will toward men. 


There are those who would turn their backs, 
pointing to shell and shard, and saying that the 
promise and pledge of Christmas were forgotten 
long ago. But it is not true. Even more than 
a measure of what we have forgotten, Christmas 
is a measure of what we have refused to give up. 


This is the season when, in spite of every- 
thing, people do feel warmth in their hearts 
and show it to all those around them. There 
are signs of this everywhere in the Western 
World. A still war-scarred Europe has set out 
its firs and pines. The toy shops and puppet 
stands of London and Paris and Rome have 
made as brave a show as of old. Stoves and 
ovens give off the tantalizing aromas of old 
world holiday dishes. Greetings are being ex- 
changed, guests invited and gifts distributed. 


Our homes also are ready for the Christmas 
celebrations. The red holly and the blue 
juniper have been made into wreaths. The 
mistletoe is over the door. The candles are in 
the windows. The tree gleams in unsurpassed 
splendor. The gift packages are under it, their 
big bows of gold and silver fluffed out. 


The turkey, the goose and the ham are ready 
for the table. The nuts are cracked. The Tom 
and Jerry has been mixed. The candy set out. 
Snatches of carols go drifting from room to 
room. And the plangent sound of the Christmas 
bells is in the air. But we do not forget what 
is going on in the world. Our thoughts are 
much like those of old Alexander Smith, cele- 
brating his English Christmas in 1862: 

Did not the December sun now shining 
look down on thousands slaughtered at 
Fredericksburg, in a most mad, most incom- 
prehensible quarrel? And is not the public 
air which European nations breathe at this 
moment, as it has been for several years 
back, charged with thunder? Despots are 
plotting. ships are building, man’s ingenuity 
is bent, as it never was bent before, on the 
invention and the improvement of the in- 
struments of death. ... There is no mys- 
tery of Providence so inscrutable as this; 
and yet, is not the very sense of its mourn- 
fulness a proof that the spirit of Christianity 
is living in the minds of men? For, of a 
verity, military glory is becoming in our 
best thoughts a bloody rag, and conquest 
the first in the catalogue of mighty crimes. 

. . « Besides, all these things are getting 

themselves to some extent mitigated... . 


Are they? Those who see the A-bomb 
through the holly wreath will see the world 
even darker than it was a century ago. It is 
saddening that it should not be easier to argue 
with them—especially on a feast to which the 
young have a much greater claim than the rest 
of us. We trust our children will realize that 
we have done what we could, and that we have 
not given up the struggle. 


We remember a saying of the Finnish gypsies 
that the Christmas star, the star which shone 
over Bethlehem, will appear again to shine for- 
ever on the world. Even now it may be whirl- 
ing through the crisp, blue-black sky some- 
where between Aldebaran and Sirius. Or it may 
be swinging between Capella and Betelgeuse. 
Who knows when the hopes of men may bring 
it to the zenith? Meanwhile, we can sing with 
Ogden Nash, sincere and serious for once: 

God rest ye merry, Innocents, , 
While innocence endures. 

A sweeter Christmas than we to ours 
May you bequeath to yours. 
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A Soldier of a Free Country 

Lt. Gen. Walton H. Walker was a man whom 
his fellow-Americans could be proud of for the 
same reason he was proud of his own son, be- 
cause he was stout-hearted in the face of danger.

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The RFC Needs a Shakeup 


A Senate Banking subcommittee has urged 
President Truman to replace the Reconstruction 
Finance Corporation’s board of directors with 
a single loan administrator. After the commit- 
‘tee’s disclosures about the RFC, only a re- 
organization at the top can recover the lending 
agency's reputation. 


The committee was particularly critical of 
four specific loans. Two of these might be de- 
fended as reasonably in line with public policy. 
The $44,500,000 to Kaiser-Frazer encouraged 
competition and expansion in.the automobile in- 
dustry. The $37,500,000 to Lustron, though 
largely lost, was meant to promote prefabricated 
housing, and Congress itself favored mass home 
construction. 


But the other two loans were utterly inde- 
fensible. The RFC literally donated $11,500,000 
to the Texmass wildcat oil venture to bail out a 
group of wealth investors who had made a bad 
guess. Comptroller General Warren said the 
loan was illegal. And another $1,300,000 went 
to a Reno, Nevada, hotel which got most of its 
income from gambling. 

In one six-month period, the RFC directors 
authorized $25,000,000 in loans directly against 
the advice of the agency’s reviewing officers. 
Committee members heard persistent reports of 
political influence in connection with loans. 

After the subcommittee produced the facts, 
President Truman fired the RFC director and 
shook. up the directorate. But it appears that 
the President’s nominations of five board mem- 
bers will not be confirmed by the Senate this 
year, and not ever without a struggle which 
would further decrease cpnfidence in the RFC. 

Hence Chairman Fulbright and Senators 
Douglas and Tobey of the subcommittee think 


the President should scrap the board, and name 
a governor fully accountable for the RFC’'s 
work. Though these Senators are critical of the 
way the RFC has been operated, they want to 
see the agency continued. If Mr. Truman does 
not heed them, he can expect new demands 
that the RFC be abolished altogether. 
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Out of the Storm Cellars 


Secretary Acheson’s rebuttal to Herbert 
Hoover’s essay in surrender is a reaffirmation 
of a belief in the free world, and of a belief in 
the importance of people. 


Unlike Mr. Hoover, Mr. Acheson thinks 
Americans would regard as a great national 
shame the gratuitous surrender to the Kremlin 
of millions of ordinary people the world over. 
And so it would be. 


Unlike Mr. Hoover, Mr. Acheson recognizes 
the fact that the world’s problems are world 
problems, and no amount of wishful thinking 
nor Gibraltar-making can quarantine America 
from them. Unlike Mr. Hoover, Mr. Acheson 
recognizes that this country would be in a posi- 
tion of grave weakness if we were to try to 
isolate ourselves from the rest of the free world. 


For America’s strength is derived from its 
allies as well as from itself. An America with- 
out Britain’s steel or Malaya’s rubber or France’s 
ideas or the manpower of the entire free world 
would find itself in an impossible position, even 
if measured in solely military terms. 

Perhaps even more important, Mr. Acheson 
recognizes that the United States and the free 


, world have on their side the tremendous power 


of a moral force. And he proposes to use it. 
Instead of accepting defeat now, instead of “sit- 
ting quivering in a storm cellar waiting for 
whatever fate others may prepare for us,” Mr. 
Acheson proposes that the free world take the 
offensive and strengthen itself in concert. 


This it began with the Four Freedoms and 
the Marshall plan, and carried forward at the 
Brussels conference. This it must continue, 
helping and appealing to others, on one hand, 
preparing to defend itself against attack, on 
the other. 


To write off the rest of the free world now 
would be to surrender. Mr. Acheson made it 
abundantly clear to our friends and to our 
enemies that this is a course we neither will nor 
can follow. 


Looking back over the past 12 months with an 
impartial eye, we would say that about the best 
New Year’s resolution everybody could make 
would be to swear off 1950. 
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Too Little Profits Tax 


The excess profits tax bill which now seems 
assured of passage is better than no excess 
profits tax bill at all. But it is so far short of 
what it should be that members of both Houses 
of Congress should give sober second thought 
to their responsibilities. The nation’s military 
effort must be wholly supported on the political 
front, and in this bill Congress is giving in- 
complete support. 


A $3,400,000,000 bill is better than the meas- 
ure recommended by the Senate Finance Com- 
mittee by some $400,000,000. It is still $600,- 
000,000 short of the sum the President re- 
quested. And that request, furthermore, was 
made before the Korean situation had worsened 
—which means that it is even more needed now 
than it was then. 


Finally, the clinching argument is that those 
who will pay the tax can afford to pay the full 
$4,000,000,000 that is needed. They can pay it 
and still have $6,000,000,000 more in profits 
from 1950 than they had from 1949, Secretary 
of the Treasury Snyder has estimated. 


These considerations, we believe, should lead 
Congress to reconsider its partly-out tax bill in 
support of an all-out defense effort, and to do 
it before considering further increases in per- 
sonal income taxes.

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Nehru Loses His Right Arm 


A good many of us have fallen into the habit 
of thinking of a nation in terms of a man. The 
examples are many: Stalin’s Russia, Mao’s China, 
Hitler’s Germany, Mussolini’s Italy and so on. 
Perhaps that is why so little note was taken of 
the recent death of Sardar Patel, deputy prime 
minister of India. We have so closely associated 
India with Nehru that no other Indian seemed 
very important. 


Nehru, however, will miss Patel. The late 
deputy prime minister was perhaps the most 
“practical” member of the Gandhi-Nehru-Patel 
triumvirate. He was a master at controlling the 
Congress party and politics in general. It is 
said that, as a practical politician, he could have 
seized power from Nehru. Instead, he chose to 
work with Nehru in the building of a new and 
free India. And in this, he was very useful. 


Patel had a way of keeping the extremists in 
Indian politics from causing serious trouble. He 
knew how to control the ultraconservative indus- 
trialists who regard Nehru as a dangerous Social- 
ist. He also held at bay those fanatical religion- 
ists who oppose Nehru’s creation of a secular 
state. And he knew how to keep the Indian 
Communists in their place. In a manner of 
speaking, Patel was to Nehru what Farley once 
was-‘to Roosevelt. 

The analogy need not be pressed, but there 
can be no question as to the usefulness of such 
a man—especially in a new nation surrounded 
by troubles. There is unrest virtually every- 
where in Asia from China to Indonesia. In the 
midst of this, Nehru has been trying to build 
India into a tower of strength and stability. This 
has not been made easier by minor civil wars, 
political wrangles, famines and the threat of 
famines. 

With Patel gone, it may be that Nehru will 
have less thought and time to give to his grand 
design. He may have to pay more attention to 


political stresses and strains. He may have to 


do more compromising and fence-patching. It is 
to be hoped that the loss of a strong right arm 
will not divert him too much from the leader- 
ship of the cause of freedom and democracy in 
Asia. And we might remind ourselves again 
that government, especially democratic govern- 
ment, is by no means a one-man show. 
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The Republicans are quite right in saying the 
Truman Administration has not been too suc- 
cessful in operating a foreign policy. But not, 
fortunately, as unsuccessful as the Republicans 
have been in agreeing on one.

So General Ike’s primary task 
is to get more troops.

The over-all 
strength immediately available in 
Western Europe will thus have in- 
creased to 28 divisions. With this 
force the checking of the first

certainty. At any rate the Rus- 
sians would have to proceed with 
more caution. There will be some 
reserves of trained manpower as 
replacements. 

By 1952 it is to be hoped that 
substantially larger numbers of 
troops will be available, especially 
in France; that the British Ter- 
ritorial Army will have attained a 
state of combat readiness; that 
the United States Army will have 
added at least two more divisions 
to its force in Germany and will 
have a powerful strategic reserve 
ready at home. German troops 
may also be available. By 1952, 
then, it may be hoped that Gen- 
eral Ike could say with assur- 
ance that he could (a) stop the 
Russians if they started to roll, 
and (b) pour-in enough troops to 
roll them back where they came 
from. 

Restrained by A-Bomb. 


If he could say that, the Rus- 
Sians on their part might well 
consider that the game was not 


| worth the gamble, even if by 
that time they feel more com- 
'fortable about their air defense 
,at home. Right now, of course, 
|the only restraint upon them is 
|the fear of our long-range air

Great Books Program; 
Challenge and Response

Ray- 
mond Wittcoff of St. Louis, a 


founder of the program, con- 
fronted Mr. Redman with a list- 
ing of concrete results in St.

N THAT rainy night in 
() Pruacerpnia poetry-loving, 
40-year-old Theodore was 
living out his drab, monotonous 
night watchman’s life, drinking 
coffee in the grill to keep 
awake, being kidded about his 
scornful wife, Sylvia, and feel- 
ing inadequate always. And then 
in the drizzle a girl bumped 
into him attempting to pick his 
pocket. That eventful moment 
led to a different purpose in 
the lives of the two involved. 
Ted saw an opportunity to re- 
deem a sinner and thereby re- 
deem himself, The 19-year-old 
Rodina was irresistibly drawn 
to a man who was different 
from any man she'd ever known 
in the slums, a man who per- 
suaded her that no one was 
ever born evil, as her fanatical 
mother reiterated. 
From there the struggle be- 
tween good and evil began. Ted 


left his unresponsive wife to 
live with Rodina in a slum 
apartment. Each needed the 
other as a shield from his own 
weakness. Ted, torn between 
guilt and his love for Redina, 
was not strong enough for both. 
Rodina despairing that she 
could ever attain goodness de- 
cided that she would lose Ted 
unless she could convert him 
to evil, and this conversion she 
attempted. 


William Gardner Smith, whose 
racial story “Last of the Con- 
querors” was acclaimed two 
years ago, has again attempted 
a large theme and a not alto- 
gether convincing one. Un- 
evenly written and character- 
ized, it is pointed up by the bet- 
ter drawn minor characters, 
Rodina’s mother’s oblique criti- 
cism, and the defeating slum 
environment. While no con- 
clusions are drawn the reader 
may feel that in this negative 
presentation a truth emerges: 
in the real struggle between 
good and evil it is not enough 
to seek strength only in hu- 
mans.

however, lies in those parts of 
it which would tend to show 
that the Great Books discussions 
have brought the participants in 
closer contact with great ideas 
and have given them salutary 
exercises in drawing logical 
conclusions, pertinent to their 
own lives, from these ideas. 


“The free community,” he 
says, “will stand or fall accord- 
ing to the ability of its mem- 
bers to communicate skillfully 
on the basis of some first prin- 
ciples they hold ‘in common.” 


His experience with the Great 
Books movement makes him 
feel certain that it is conducive 
to that end. The group mem- 
bers who have gone on from 
year to year have demonstrably 
improved their grasp of prin- 
ciples and their ability to com- 
municate and apply them ef- 
fectively. 


Mr. Wittcoff believes, how- 
ever, that Mr. Redman may be 
unconsciously, a 
purpose to the movement that it 
doesn’t have. His remarks. on 
that subject are supplementary 
to his Saturday Review article 
and though they occurred in a 
conversation with this writer 
they are germane to the cen- 
tral issue.

T is true, he says, that the 
| ciscussions cannot give any- 

body a scholarly grasp of any 
book. But their purpose is not 
scholarship—a ccmplete knowl- 
edge of sources, collateral wr.t- 
ings, varying interpretations of 
detailed interpretations, etc.— 
but a grasp of central, recur- 
rent and universal ideas and 
the promotion of skill in logi- 
cal communication. With this in 
mind he can affirm from his 
personal knowledge that the 
discussions have produced, in 
varying degrees, the hoped for 
results. He knows instances of 
men whose whole viewpoints 
have been changed; who have 
become more civic minded; who 
are better prepared to think 
about the problems of their 
lives and the problems of the 
community. 


It occurs to me, at this point, 
that the use of the expression, 
“Socratic method,” may be un- 
fortunate and confusing. Socra- 


tes was a teacher; the Great 
Books leaders are monitors. As 
a matter of fact, the Socratic 
dialogues as recorded by Plato 
are surely not convincing dem- 
onstrations of the principle that 
truth arises out of honest de- 
bate. These are not debates, at 
all, but essays in dialogue form 
with the same mind asking and 
answering the questions. Even 
if these dialogues could be re- 
garded as fairly accurate repro- 
ductions of overheard conversa- 
tions, the dominance of one 
mind would still have made 
them much less than debates 
between equals. So Mr. Red- 
man is right in saying that a 
Socratic debate needs a Socra- 
tes or at least a leader whose 
qualifications and authority are 
unquestioned.

UT such is not the Great 

Books method, as Mr. Witt- 

coff carefully explains. And 
Mr. Wittcoff is probably correct 
in assuming that Mr. Redman 
was talking about thoroughgo- 
ing scholarship rather than the 
restricted purposes of the Great 
Books discussion. It is doubt- 
ful, though, that Mr. Redman 
would have given the movement 
a higher grade mark even on 
the narrower basis because the 
whole tenor of his article im- 


plies that the great values of 
great literature are inaccessible 
to ordinary men. 


His concluding paragraph 
says: “Who would not wish to 
know and understand the best 
thoughts of the finest minds of 
all the ages? Were there but 
world enough and time... . : Ah, 
yes, and enough intelligence 
too.” 


To this complacent dogma, 
which if true would mean that 
higher education should and 
must be a monopoly of the few, 
Mr. Wittcoff opposes a quota- 
tion from Quintillian: 


“For there is absolutely no 
foundation for the complaint 
that but few men have the 
power to take in the knowledge 
that is imparted to them, and 
that the majority are so slow of 
understanding that education is 
a waste of time and labor. On 
the contrary you will find that 
most are quick to reason and 
ready to learn. Reasoning comes 
as naturally to man as flying to 
birds. .. . Those who are dull 
and unteachable are as ab- 
normal as prodigious births and 
monstrosities and are but few 
in number.”

T HIS seems to be the season

of cookbooks. In bright and 

fanciful dust covers they 
open the kitchen doors of many 
nations. They are more capti- 
vating than a skilfully con- 
structed mystery story and con- 
tain within their covers more 
romance than a press agent’s 
scrapbook. Even the most un- 
assuming of them is a passport 
to the Land of Cockaigne. 


Perhaps the most romantic 
food in America has come from 
Pennsylvania Dutch and Men- 
nonite kitchens. Here are re- 
cipes with the charm of pea- 
fowls, hearts and tulips that 
adorn the old tinware and 
“gaudy Dutch” china of ‘past 
generations. The recipes in- 
clude shoofly pie, scrapple, cin- 
namon flop, monkey faces and 
many others, all gathered from 
the families of good Mennonite 
cooks. The measurements have 
been translated from indefinite 
“dabs” and “blubs” to more 
conventional tea- and table- 
spoons. Drawings from Penn- 
sylvania kitchens of a century 
ago were made by Naomi Nis- 
ley. The bock was authorized 
by the Mennonite Community 
Association of Scottsdale, Pa. 

What the “Joy of Cooking” 
and “Fanny Farmer” are to 
American brides, the ‘“Talis- 
man” has been to Italian cooks. 
The cookbook which has gone 
into 16 editions in Italy has now 
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been revised and translated for 
the American trade. All recipes, 
not strictly Italian cuisine have 
been excluded and what re- 
mains is a complete coverage 
of food the length and breadth 
of Italy. The book was trans- 
lated by Mathilde La Rosa and 
contains in addition to a fore- 
word by Professor Mario A. 
Pei, a glossary of Italian cook- 
ery terms and a list of shops 
in the large American cities 
where Italian ingredients may 
be purchased,

EWISH cookery which has 
Joe influenced by all the 

countries of Europe has been 
a mystery to the cooks of other 
countries. This volume is a 
complete basic cookbook and 
contains not only the traditional 
recipes prepared for holidays 
but many national dishes as 
well. There are chapters on 
the ceremonies and food cus- 
toms in the Jewish home, an 
explanation of the kosher kitch- 
en, nutrition facts, and cooking 
terms. The recipes include the 
typical bagel, gefilte fish, 
knishes and tsimmes but do not 
slight such American recipes as 
beef stews, fruitcakes and 
cookies. 

During the early part of her 
five years internment in Ger- 
man prison camps when exist- 
ence was thin and food supplies 
meager, a fellow-internee sug- 
gested the planning of her book 
with Madame Carter. She was 
known as a good cook who in 
those lean days could make a 
Superb dish cut of practically 
nothing. The recipes, besides 
the usual categories cover pates, 
game, cream desserts and 
sweetmeats such as only a 
French woman who likes to 
cook and loves her family could 
contrive. The foreword is by

RAVEL, adventure, auto- 
T biography, anthropology, so- 
ciology, humor, history, the 
arts and today’s events are all 
nicely combined in this gay 
book which casts so much light 
on tumultuous Asia. The au- 
thor, Miss Santha Rama Rau, 
set out from Tokyo in late 1948 
for Shanghai, hitchhiked into 
remote provinces of the north- 
west, finally drifted south to 
Hongkong, then down the coast 
through Indochina, Siam and 
Malaya to Indonesia, and ended 
with several months of living in 
a Balinese village. 


With her when she left Tokyo 


were Clare Harris, an American — 


girl reporter, and Faubion Bow- 
ers, former aide to Gen. Mac- 
Arthur, censor of Japanese plays, 
a concert pianist and a linguist. 
In Shanghai, Michael West, a 
young English business man 
whom they met at a party, “took 
one look at Clare’s blonde head 
and invited himself along.” 


Mr. West lives up to Miss 
Rau’s introductory comment on 
their new partner: “Michael had 
the stately, rather charming 
manners of the conventional 
Englishman, and a kind of im- 
perviousness’ to his surround- 
ings that made him live in 
China exactly as he would in 
England, and regard the Chi- 
nese as characters out of a 
comic opera.” Miss Harris, 
with her vivacity and curiosity, 
and Bowers, with his love of 
people and linguistic ability, 
make up for West's short- 
comings. 

Miss Rau, whose father has 
been Indian ambassador to Ja- 
pan and the United States, was 
born in Madras, India, in 1923. 
Educated in England, she re- 
turned to India when she was 
16 after a 10-year absence. She 
spent four years at Wellesley 


Western education and widely 
traveled, she is, of course, not 


at all representative of teeming 
India. Perhaps that is why it 
is so hard to tell just where her 
subtleties, kindly humor and 
humanity leave off being 
strongly American and become 
slyly oriental. 

She falls in love with Japan, 
expressing sympathy for the 
conquered living under Amer- 
ican rule; she regards the 
Vietminh movement in Indo- 
china as a nationalist war with 
the French badly in the wrong. 
China is nothing but hardship 
and confusicn.

as they hitchhike in passing 
trucks and bivouack — some- 
times for days at a time—in 
tiny villages where they find 
themselves temporarily ma- 
rooned. They interview Gov. 
Ma Bu-fang of Chinghai prov- 
ince who smilingly tells them: 
“Does it never occur to any of 
you that what is suited to 
Americans may not be suited to 
others? We are both too sim- 
ple and too complicated to be 
betrayed by the idea that every 
man is equal or that the major- 
ity is always right. History has 
shown us often enough that a 
mass of people can bring about 
their own destruction even as 
an individual can fling himself 
from the city battlements.” 

In Bali the travelers eat 
dragonflies ‘which tasted 
“something like bacon, fried 
very crisp”) and are entranced 
with the dancers’ technique 
“brilliant, angular and infinite- 
ly powerful” and the music “al- 
most electric in its strength, 
with an extraordinary combina- 
tion of precision and emotion.” 
Siam they find to be a coun- 
try untrammeled by Western 
rule. Cambodia, with its fa- 
mous Angkor Vat ruins, over- 
whelms them with “tremen- 
dous emotional impact.” 

Miss Rau has written one of 


the most readable and informa- 


tive books of the year, revealing 
the Asian people and their 
problems‘ in a way that will 
amaze many Americans. No 
doubt she will be heard from 
again.

From the Hills and Hollows 


CLEARING IN THE SKY; And Other 
Stories, by Jesse Stuart. (McGraw-

French literary critic re- 

cently said of William 

Faulkner that he was the 
only American writer of promi- 
nence whose stories seemed to 
spring from the soil. Evidently 
he was npt familiar with the 
novels and short stories by 
Jesse Stuart. The latter has no 
resemblance to Faulkner except 
in the one quality that the 
French writer chose to regard 
as specifically American. Jesse 
Stuart is not only American; he 
is grass-roots-hill-country-and- 
backwoods American in his 
choice of material, his sym- 
pathies, his view of life and_his 
idiomatic twists of speech. 

All the stories in the volume 
listed above reflect a way of 
life that is still ‘far removed 
from the urbanized social pat- 
terns of most American com- 
munities. The barn dance draws 
a bigger crowd than the village 
movies, the natives “trade” with 
one another not merely for 
profit but for fun, the spirit of 
the clan is very much alive, the 
tobacco growers are natural 
enemies of the fox hunters, and 
the family seat is never more 
than a two or three room log 
house. 

That such folk-ways should 
still persist in the Kentucky 
mountains is not altogether the 
result of physical remoteness. 
The isolation of the mouncain 
people is preserved as much by 
choice as by circumstance for 
the back-breaking toil and 
primitive conveniences are off- 
set by the satisfactions of a 
moral and physical freedom, 
extraordinarily close family ties 
and the right of every individ- 
ual to cultivate his own eccen- 
tricities. 
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HOUGH Jesse Stuart is 
T writing about the sort of 

people who were friends, 
neighbors and family connec- 
tions of his childhood, he re- 
sists all temptations to idealize 
them or make them seem 
quaint. 

To the outlander, of course, 
there is something decidedly 
quaint about the man who steals 
a mammoth steam shovel, piece 
by piece and laboriously reas- 
sembles it in his barn; not to 
mention the starving youth who

N internationally known 
A French photographer, a 
Peruvian scholar, and an 
American newspaperman have 
combined forces to present this 
photographic essay of the de- 
scendants of the Incas of Peru. 
If there be truth in the old 
Chinese proverb “One picture is 
worth more than 10,000 words,” 
this thin volume, with its 87 
photographs, is indeed eloquent. 
In the ruins of Sacsahuaman 
and Machu Picchu one en- 
counters monumental mementos 
of the majesty of the Inca cul- 


ture of centuries gone by. 
Against the timelessness and 
grandeur of his past, the Peru- 
vian Indian of the present is 
brought into focus. He is met as 
an individual—working, pray- 
ing, waiting. But even more so 
the Indian is seen as a social 
being—at the bull fight, danc- 
ing in the fiesta, playing his 
flute, launching his reed boat, 
walking in the religious proces- 
sions, selling in the market. Out 
of the kaleidoscopic offering the 
thoughtful person can derive a 
meaningful mosaic of contem- 
porary Indian life in Peru. The 
camera has caught a full share 
of the frenzied abandon that 
characterizes fiesta time, of the 
physical vigor that marks the 
race, of the dull monotony that 
crowds most of the days of In- 
dian life, of the reverence that 
attends his worship, of the 
quiet simplicity that punctuates 
his everyday living. 

As usual the eyes fall upon 
much that is utterly novel and 
picturesque but those who put 
the volume together had more 
serious intentions than that of 
mere entertainment. They be- 
lieved—and this reviewer joins 
them in the belief—that an un- 


’ derstanding of the most basic 


component of Peruvian life, 
namely the Indian, should assist 
one to a ete cemgeenennen.

After 
many adventures and wander- 
ings in the Indian country of 
Montana territory, “Little Mac” 
settled down to raising sheep. 
Sheer loneliness turned his 
thoughts to the States and on a 
trip back East he wooed and 
won his lady in Washington, 
D.C. Her trials, tribulations 
and adjustments to frontier life, 
provoked the reader to both 
laughter and sympathy. 

The book contains some new 
material on the little-known 
Northern Overland Pony Ex- 
press, which ran from Minne- 
sota to Montana territory and 
some enlightening observations 
on the Plains Indians. 

“Little Mac” debunks the 
Plains Indians. He found they 
were not as courageous and 
physically strong as they had 
been portrayed, nor did they 
pretend to be. Instead of being 
taciturn and fond of solitude, 
he found they could chatter 
like magpies on occasion and 
liked to visit and have fun. As 
for Indian stoicism, “Little 
Mac” was to see on more than 
one occasion, a full-grown buck 
sit down and weep aloud over 
some trifling disappointments.

NCE upon a time in the 
CO city of Budapest there 

lived a poor shoemaker 
who simply couldn’t make 
ends meet. Not because 
people had suddenly de- 
cided to give up wearing 
boots, nor because the city 
council had passed an ordi- 
nance directing that shoes 
be sold at half price, nor 
even because his work was 
not satisfactory. 

Indeed, the good man did 
such excellent work that his 
customers actually com- 
plained that they couldn't 
wear out anything he had 
once sewed together. He 
had plenty of customers 
who paid him promptly and 
well enough; not one of 
them had run away without 
settling his bill. And yet 
Cobbler John couldn’t make 
both ends meet. 

The reason was that the 
good Lord had blessed him 
all too plentifully with nine 
children, all of them as 
healthy as acorns. 

Then, one day, as if Cob- 
bler John hadn't already 
had trouble enough, his 
wife died.

UST a few years ago, State Senator Dudley J. LeBlanc of Louisi- 
j= was weak, rundown, suffering from vague aches and pains, 
and, most particularly, from that all-gone feeling in his pocket- 
book. Today, Senator LeBlanc is full of zest, enthusiasm, and 
millions of dollars, and he can say with utmost truthfulness, “I owe 


it all to Hadacol.” 


A modern day medicine man 
who works with full page news- 
paper ads, radio spot announce- 
ments, and streamline trainloads 
of Hollywood stars, instead of a 
circus wagon, LeBlance has swept 
through the South in a way that 
would make Sherman’s march to 
the sea look like a birdwalker’s 
stroll through the park. The most 
talked-of, joked-about patent 
medicine since Lydia Pinkham’s 
Vegetable Compound, Hadacol 
has become the gag writer’s stand- 
by and the subject of 22 songs, 
including “Hadacol Boogie” and 
“Who Put the Pep in Grandma?” 


On the commercial side, it has 
totaled $20,000,000 in wholesale 
sales this year in the 22 states 


= ‘in which it is distributed, zoomed 


the number of LeBlanc Corp. em- 
ployes from 35 to 800. And the 
96-year-old LeBlanc, who com- 
bines the confidence of Huey 
Long with the showmanship of 
W. C. Fields and the Dixie pride 
of Beauregard Claghorn, implies 
that “you ain’t seen nuthin’ yet.” 

A few days ago, 500 of his 
fellow citizens from Lafayette 
and surrounding towns gathered 
to present the Senator with a 
solid gold plaque for focusing 
the eyes of the nation on their 
community. At a $15-a-plate din- 
ner, which sold out so fast tickets 
were being scalped at $25, South- 
ern hospitality was dispensed via 
pheasant, bubbling burgundy, 
bouquets of orchids, and a huge, 
wall-covering blanket of flowers 
spelling out “Hadacol.” 

“They think I’m a big-time op- 
erator down here,” the Senator 
said modestly, over a glass cf 
bourbon (a beverage he has pub- 
licized almost as much as Had- 
acol), as we sat in his office the 
day before the banquet. “But I’m 
just a country boy who learned 
the power of advertising. You 
know that slogan about building 
a better mousetrap? Well, little 
lady, that’s ancient history. Un- 
less you tell ‘em, you aint a- 
gonna sell ’em.” 

Next year the Senator expects 


to “tell ’em” with a considerable — 


increase over the 850 newspapers, 
(Hadacol ads have been rejected 
by the Post-Dispatch) 654 radio 
stations, and 20,000 signboards 
now in use, to the extent of 
$1,000,000 a month. It is small 
wonder that one of his employes 
shakes his head dazedly and says, 
“To think it all started with $2500 
in borrowed money two and a 
half years ago.”

E BLANC was already in the 

medicine business, putting out 

a product called Happy Day 
Headache Powder, when he con- 
cocted Hadacol but was, as he 
tells the story, “lookin’ for a li'l 
somethin’ t’add to mah line.” One 
day he came down with a painful 
attack of arthritis, one which baf- 
fled doctors and hospitals until 
one physician friend started giv- 
ing him vitamin shots which ef- 
fected a quick recovery. By the 
time he threw down his cane and 
walked, LeBlanc was filled with 
professional curiosity about the 
medicine. 

“He wouldn’t tell me what was 
in it,” he chuckles reminiscently, 
“and always destroyed the bottles 
after each shot. 

“But one day he let the nurse 
give me the shot and I noticed 
she put the bottle back on the 
shelf. Now, you’ve heard of 
Southern chivalry, haven't you? 
When we went out the door, I 
said, ‘After you, my dear.’ She 
went out ahead of me and I 
grabbed the bottle.” 

The vitamin turned out to be 
B-complex. The Senator called 
“a friend at the book sto’” and 
ordered every book on vitamin B 
available (he now has 1000 nutri- 
tion reference volumes in his of- 
fice) and began poring over them. 
In technical language he can tell 
you all about his product’s ingre- 
dients and, less technically, how 
taking them in liquid form “helps 
the blood grab hold of ’em.” He 
has only lofty disdain for critics 
who claim to have analyzed Hada- 
col and reduced it to .05 in vita- 
min content. 

One of the popular songs about 
Hadacol goes, “I used to drink 
alcohol, now I drink Hadacol,” a 
reference to the product’s 12 per 
cent alcoholie content which some 
claim explains its popularity. The 
Senator readily admits the eight- 
ounce bottle contains the kick of 
a dry martini. 

“But who'd drink a whole eight- 
ounce bottle at one time?” he 
grimaces. “In the average daily 
dose, let's see—” 

“As an old drinking man I've 
investigated,” one of his aids in- 
terrupted. “It comes to one-six- 
teenth of an ounce per dose.”

“They poured a lot of stuff in 
a barrel out at the Senator’s farm 
and stirred it around with a pad- 
dle.” he said. “Lulu, the Sena- 
tor’s secretary, kept sticking her 
finger in and tasting and saying, 
‘Try a little more of this.’”

His patent attor- 
neys gently persuaded him that a 
coined name would be better.

LeBlanc—down here they give 
it the French treatment which 
sounds like LeBlahnng—is quite 
a name in these parts.

parish of poor and humble 
parents,” he says. “My father was 
a blacksmith and I was the oldest 
of five brothers. We're descend-

Didn’t 
speak it myself till I was 11, but 
by the time I was 13 I knew as 
much as the teacher in our coun- 
try school.

At 17, LeBlanc decided it was 
time to “get out and hustle” and 
put his brothers through school, 
so he went on the road selling 
shoes, then tobacco. Came World 
War I and he enlisted as a private, 
came out of the Army as a cap- 
tain. 

“In the Army, I learned life 
was a matter of survival of the 
fittest,” he says, “and I figured 
I'd make that lesson pay off in 
business.”

OR awhile he again sold to- 
F bacco then patent medicine, 

but he doesn’t talk much about 
this connection, as it was soon 
severed. (“To make a long story 
short,” he says piously, “my 
mother always taught me honesty 
was the best policy.”) Then he 
evolved a burial insurance busi- 
ness, which, he says, he “started 
with a postage stamp and sold for 
$325,000, cash.” 

One reason he sold the insur- 
ance business was that his polit- 
ical successes in minor offices 
under Huey Long -and a subse- 
quent rift with Long led him to 
run against the Long-picked can- 
didate for Governor in 1932. He 
was defeated and the new Gover- 
nor placed such high assessments 
against his insurance company, he 
was forced to move it out. of the

“if Dud and Huey 
Long had stuck together, between 
the two of them they’d probably 
have ended up owning the White 
House.”

Instead, LeBlanc retired at 35, 
bought a Cadillac, took his wife, 
four boys and two giris to Flor- 
ida. One morning he had a com- 
munication from Wall Street; he 
was broke again. 

“That’s when I started manufac- 
turing Happy Day Headache Pow- 
der,” he says. “I figured if any- 
body had a headache, I did.” 

Happy Day Headache Powder 
(since dropped from “the line”) 
did a modestly successful busi- 
ness, but with the advent of Hada- 
col, LeBlanc decided to branch 


out a little. He borrowed $2500 
for advertising and when he had 
$7500 in orders, began to manu- 
facture it. Advertising had long 
been an obsession with him, going 
back to the days when he peddled 
Bull Durham and found he could 
tack up signs in a town and sell 
twice as much on a return trip. 
But while he was sold on adver- 
tising, he didn’t go into it in a 
big way until a year ago. 

“In November 1949.” he re- 
lates, “my auditor told me I'd 
made a profit of $300,000. Being 
in a 38 per cent bracket, I could 
see a lot of that going back to the 
Government, so I called in my 
advertising man and said, ‘Spend 
$300,000 on advertising between 
now and the first of the year. 
Christmas week when everybody 
else is asleep, we'll run two page 
ads of testimonials.’ By March, 
we “prey $1,000,000 profit. I 
tried to row the profits away 
and spent another half million. 
We made another $3,000,000.” 

Still in an effort, he insists 
straight-facedly, to share the 
wealth, he invested in the Hadacol 
Good Will Caravan, a 100-truck 
traveling show which carried high 
priced talent to 16 southern cities.

HIS week the Senator held a 

giant Christmas party, in 500 

theaters. For a boxtop, young- 
sters saw a Hopalong Cassidy 
movie, received toys and candy, 
and for extra measure, saw a 
movie short in which the Santa- 
clad Senator explained how 
“every day can be Christmas” if 
they collect boxtops for premium 
air rifles and bicycles. On a 
smaller scale, junior customers 
regularly receive T-shirts that 
glow in the dark and Captain 
Hadacol comic books. 

All these sidelines require 
space and the LeBlanc Corp., once 
housed in a shed, now fills two 
armory-sized steel buildings 
alongside the railroad tracks. Its 
offices are sleekly modernistic. 

Richard L. Brown, general man- 
ager of the plant and a former 
St. Louisan — Roosevelt High” 
School, class of "32—took us on’ 
a tour of the plant to witness its. 
huge steel vats, maze of conveyor 
belts, and automatic equipment. 
Back of the plant is a fleet of 160 
trucks which deliver Hadacol and 
pick up chemicals—75 per cent 
of them purchased in St. Louis— 
on the way back. 

The backbone of Hadacol, how- 
ever, is housed in the testimonial 
department office. Here, Mrs. 
Sophia Buchanan Israel condenses 
the scrawls of testimonials, weeds 
out the gags—“Before taking your 
product I was flat on my back— 
now I’m flat on my face’—from 
the “genuine.” Testimonials are 
unsolicited though each box of 
Hadacol contains a blank for such 
use, and these blanks are re- 
turned at a rate of 35 or 40 a day. 
Typical one which came in while

we watched: “I was rundown, 
tired, and nervous on my job, and 
was always getting bawled out by 
my boss. Now I feel fine and 
haven't been bawled out in 
weeks.” Testimonials are unpaid- 
for, except for one dollar given 
on release of signature and pic- 
ture. 


The Federal Trade Commis- 
sion cracked down on Hadacol 
advertising earlier in the year. 
His only mistake, the Senator 
says, was in printing all the 
extravagant claims of Hadacol 
users. Be that as it may, Hada- 
col now promises relief from 
certain conditions only “when 
due to deficiencies of vitamins 
Bl, B2, iron and niacin.” Not 
only the FTC, but even the ad- 
vertising profession has viewed 
Hadacol’s success with alarm. 
An editorial in Advertising Age 
asked, “Is advertising too pow- 
erful?” and went on to remark 
that LeBlanc’s bonanza “fright- 
ens us more than it pleases us.” 


In addition, Hadacol gets a tre- 
mendous amount of free publicity 
via the usual route of a popular 
catch phrase. In New Orleans 
there is a Hadacol Club on Canal 
street near South Rampart. Drug- 
stores feature Hadacol malted 
milks. At Southern football 
games when a player gets knocked 
out, someone is sure to yell, “Give 
him Hadacol.”

ANY jokes are in circulation. 

There is the “man who 

couldn't read and write and 
after taking one bottle of Hadacol 
became a university professor,” 
the undertaker who used it for 
embalming fluid only to have his 
victim “get up and walk away,” 
the humming bird which, “after 
eight bottles, attacked an eagle, 
and was last seen taking after a 
B-29.” 

There are numerous others, 
mostly unprintable, mostly 
switches on old jokes. Someone 
suggested that if a book of the 
stories could be assembled it 
would outsell Hadacol. A book 
on the Senator is in process now. 

“He’s a fabulous character and 
he loves it,” one employe said 
in describing LeBlanc. But it is 
no secret that LeBlanc, the char- 
acter, has a shrewd eye on Le-

T HAS become our custom at this season'to send a word

Christmas is, in its essence, 
a pastoral holiday. The 
world in which it had its 
beginning was a pastoral 
_ world, although not neces- 
sarily a peaceful one. In far- 
off Rome a dictator ruled 
whose name was Caesar 
Augustus. This city was capital of an empire which even then 
had begun its decline. It lived on tribute from its provinces 
and its work was done by slaves who represented the wealth 
of the ruling class. Its indigent populace had begun to forget 
the skills and crafts by which men earn their daily bread and 
the eroded farmlands of the Italian peninsula were deserted 
by those who came to the city to exist on relief. They packed 
into tenement houses rising crazily above crowded alleys; 
houses which were 12 stories high. They spent their days 
at the free circuses where gladiators fought each other or 
wild beasts brought from the jungles and deserts, then stood 
in line for free bread. But in the provinces the armies 
marched and the tax-collectors were like grasshoppers eating 

up the substance of the land.

Thus it was that Joseph, a carpenter from Galilee, 
came down to the village of Bethlehem with his wife, 
Mary, to pay the tax which the Emperor Augustus had 
decreed should be placed upon all the world. The 
story of Bethlehem is an interesting one, for the little 
- town south of Jerusalem is the scene of the Book of 
Ruth in the Old Testament and was also the home of 
David. Although it was named in the Book of Micah 
as the birthplace of the coming Messiah, Bethlehem 
played little part in history during the intervening 
generations.

@ NOR IS IT SURPRISING that there was no room in the 
inn for Joseph and Mary, at the end of the long journey from 
Galilee on the river Jordan, many miles to the north. Under 
the Emperor's decree, each family had to come to its native 
town to be taxed. And the family of David to which Joseph 
belonged was a numerous one that must have filled Beth- 
lehem to overflowing. Thus the scene of the nativity is the 
stable of the inn where the infant Jesus was wrapped in swad- 
dling clothes and laid in a manger. The story is a simple one 
yet filled with symbolic meaning. 
It doesn’t seem strange that the revelation of Christ's 
bitth should have come first to the shepherds “abiding in the 
‘field, keeping watch over their flock by night.” These were 
simple and humble men who yet knew the vastness of the 
heavens and the mystery of life.

Perhaps as we celebrate this holiday of the nativ- 

ity of the Christ child, there is more to hope for in 

this somber world than we think. Perhaps there is 

‘ even hope in the peril in which mankind stands 

today. Must we not know at last that if our Christian 

world is to survive, it can do so only through the 

union of all men of good will everywhere and of all 

nations where there remains a vestige of freedom? 

Are we willing that the greed and stupidity of men 

with little minds shall hold us apart in the last great 

effort? In such a time of crisis it is far easier to be 

hopeless than hopeful.

@ YET POSSIBLY there is more hope today than at any 
time in history. The very reverses which the arms of the 
United Nations have met in Asia have painted a clear picture 
for all people of the road ahead. Already the governments 
which desire peace in the world have turned the United 
Nations into an organization for effective action. The power 
of the veto to block collective action has literally been de- 


stroyed, though we must not forget that we were leaders in 
setting up this block when our world organization was first 
established.

There remains ahead of us the gigantic task of 
welding all nations of good will into a force so strong 
that no nation desiring conquest will dare to face this 
force.

N Oslo, Norway, two weeks 

ago, the 1950 Nobel Peace 

Prize was presented to an ac- 
complished and 
American. In a simple, impres- 
sive ceremony, one of the world’s 
great honors was formally con- 
ferred upon 46-year-old Ralph J. 
Bunche, remarkable Negro scholar 
who battled his way through 
poverty and racial prejudice to 
become one of the leading states- 
men of the world. 

Now senior director of the 
United Nations Department of 
Trusteeship, patient, personable 
Dr. Bunche, whose grandmother 
was born in slavery, received the 
Nobel Prize for his success in 
negotiating the three armistice 
agreements between Israel and 
the Arab states in 1948 and 1949, 
which brought peace to a bloody 
corner of the world and gave the 
United Nations its greatest claim 
to solid achievement. 

Today the indisputable intellec- 
tual and moral leader of the 
Negro race throughout the world, 
Dr. Bunche wears lightly the fame 
that has come to him. In an inter- 
view before he left for Oslo, this 
reporter suggested that he would 
remember the day he received 
the Nobel Prize as the greatest in 
his life. 

“No,” he said solemnly. “The 
prize is a great honor, all right. 
But the greatest day in my life 
came only a few weeks ago. There 
can never oe another like it: On 
that day the doctor told me that 
my son, Ralph Junior, who is 


7 years old, was sufficiently re- 
covered from acute polio to go 
back to school. No joy could 
ever equal what I felt when the 
doctor told me there would be 


no crippling after-effects.” 

Born in Detroit, Bunche was 
orphaned at the age of 12. His 
life story out-Horatios any Alger 
tale ever written. 


“I was the son of an impov- 
erished barber,” Bunche says. “I 
remember vividly the old frame 
house, east of the railroad tracks 
where I lived as a boy. Like most 
poor families, ours was a big 
one. My parents, maternal grand- 
mother, and her four other grown 
children all lived together. It was 
a sort of tightly bound, matri- 
archal society, ruled by my 
grandmother Nana. Grandmother 
was a wonderful and remarkable 
woman, a tiny little thing, with a 
great spirit. She had been born 
in slavery in Texas. A widow at 
an early age, she had raised and 
educated her five youngsters.” 
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N recalling his childhood, Dr. 

Bunche cannot remember a 

time when the family was any- 
thing but very poor. In the sum- 
mer he went barefoot and saved 
his shoes for school in the fall. 
But despite poverty his was a 
happy childhood. He remembers 
the fun of playing baseball with 
a broom handle and a salt sack 
filled with grass and pebbles and 
hockey with a tin can and a stick 
bent to shape over a fire. 

He cannot remember the time 
when he did not have to work. 
In Detroit he was a delivery boy 
for a grocery store and sold 
newspapers on street corners. In 
Albuquerque, N. M., where the 
family moved when his mother’s 
health failed, he worked in a 
bakery, stripped to the waist, 
until midnight every night even 
though he had not yet reached 
the age of 12. 

When both his parents died in 
his twelfth year, his grandmother 
Nana took the family to Los 
Angeles. While going to inter- 
mediate and high school, Ralph 
held down a baker’s dozen of 
jobs. He peddled papers, worked 
as a houseboy for a movie star 
and as kitchen boy in a beach 
hotel. Then he went to work for 
the Los Angeles Times as “pig 
boy” in the composing room— 
carrying lead bricks to the Lino- 
type machines. 

“Being a ‘pig boy’ was hard 
work,” Dr. Bunche recalls. “I'd 
work from 5:30 in the afternoon 
until 1 a.m., get home about two, 
fall on the bed for five hours 
sleep and get up and dash off for 
school.” 


One of the first of many slaps 
that Bunche has taken because of 
his color, occurred while he was 
a newsboy in Los Angeles. On a 
newsboy’s picnic, he and another 
Negro lad were told they couldn't 
enter the swimming pool and so 
while the white boys splashed 
about the pool, Bunche and his 
friend sat on the sidelines pon-

By 
this time word was. getting 
around that this young Bunche 
was an extraordinary scholar and 
to insure his being able to accept 
the Harvard fellowship, a Los An- 
geles Negro women’s club raised 
a purse of $1000 for him. 

But evén with the $1000, 
Bunche had to pinch and scrape. 
He took a job after school hours 
working for a near-sighted book- 
seller who only discovered that 
Bunche was a Negro too late to 
fire him. Bunche by that time 
was selling too many books to get 
a dismissal slip. 

During his first year at Har- 
vard, the earnest young Bunche 
was awarded the Thayer Fellow- 
ship and later received a job of- 
fer from Howard University. His 
real Idve, teaching, was about to 
be realized. He remained at How- 
ard, with interruptions for grad- 
uate study and travel, from 1929 
to 1941. In 1934 he received his 
doctorate from Harvard Univer- 
sity and in 1936 on a Social 
Science Research Council fellow- 
ship, pursued his post-doctoral 
study at Northwestern University, 
the London School of Economics, 
and the University of Capetown, 
and toured the world for almost 
two years. 


On thi§ tour, a study of co- 
lonial policy throughout’ the 
world, young Dr. Bunche one day 
called upon the Kikuyu tribe in 
Kenya. 


“A major problem throughout 
my African junkets,” says Dr. 
Bunche, “was to establish a close 
rapport with the Africans—not an 
easy thing to do, since I was 
lighter skinned and dressed in 
European fashion. But I had a 
letter to the Kikuyu tribe from a 
student I had met in the states. 
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4 E had written his people 

Hitnat I would call on them. 

When I arrived, the tribal 
elders were assembled in a field 
and I made a little speech telling 
them about my African back- 
ground, how my ancestors were 
carried across the water, enslaved 
in a strange land, how they had 
later been freed and begun to 
prosper and ended with an ex- 
pression of happiness in being 
back in the land of my fathers.” 

When Dr. Bunche had finished 
his speech, a_ grizzled elder, 
spokesman for the tribe, stepped 
forward and told how as a young 
boy his mother had explained to 
him how the people of his tribe 
in distant times had been taken

“down the long water and then 
across the great water” and how 
they had never returned. Now 
here was a son come home. And 
to celebrate the unbelievable 
event, Bunche was taken into the 
tribe and given the name of 
“Karioki,” meaning “he who has 
returned from the dead.” 

Back home after two years, 
Bunche was called upon to aid 
Gunnar Myrdal in the Carnegie 
Corporation’s monumental study 
of the Negro in America. In Sep- 
tember of 1941 he was back at 
his desk at Howard University 
ready to start the fall term, when 
he received a telephone call that 
was to herald the beginning of 
his amazing public career. 
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GOVERNMENT agency, later 
At be called the’ Office of 

Strategic Services, needed 
a man to head up the colonial 
aspect of its intelligence work. 
Rejected by the army because of 
phlebitis in the leg, Bunche was 
glad to take the job. Soon he 
was at work on intelligence sur- 
veys preparatory to the North 
African invasion and by June of 
1943 had been promoted to chief 
of the Africa section of OSS. In 
January of 1944 he was tapped by 
the State Department, the first 
Negro ever to hold a “desk job” 
in the traditionally elite branch of 
the Government. Later it was 
discovered that Bunche’s appoint- 
ment had been delayed six months 
because two or three prejudiced 
officials had stymied it. Finally 
the matter was brought to the at- 
tention of Cordell Hull. 

Hull listened to an account of 
Bunche’s qualifications—Col. Wil- 
liam Donovan called Bunche “a 
walking Colonial Institute’’—in- 
quired into the objections to his 
appointment and then the famed 
Hull Tennessee temper flamed 
into white heat. Hull raged that 
he didn’t care whether the color 
of Bunche’s skin was white, blue, 
black, red, green or pink. It 
made no difference. The only 
thing he cared about was having 
qualified men in the department. 

Bunche worked as a “colonial 
expert” in the State Department 
for three years. He was an ad- 
viser at Dumbarton Oaks, at the 
first U.N. session in San Francis- 
co and at later meetings of the 
Council of Foreign Ministers and 
the U.N. General Assembly. But 
he was not happy in Washington. 
Ironically, in the capital of the 
world’s greatest democracy, every- 
where he turned he found him- 


self the victim of Jim Crow. 
There were few restaurants in 
downtown Washington where he 
could go for lunch. His children 
had to be taken miles to school. 

He and his handsome wife, the 
former Ruth Harris, a_ school- 
teacher, could not attend the the- 
ater. The “color line” was hard 
and fast. 

After his permanent appoint- 
ment as director of the Trustee- 
ship Division of the U.N. in 1947, 
Dr. Bunche made his first visit 
to Palestine with the U.N. Special 
Committee and in May of 1948 
after fighting broke out in the 
Holy Land, returned for a second 
trip with Count Folke Bernadotte. 
The rest is history. In September 
of 1948 Count Bernadotte met his 
tragic death and Ralph Bunche 
became acting mediator and eight 
months later Palestine was safely 
at peace—one of the few decisive 
achievements so far on the U.N. 
record. With infinite patience 
and resource, with a gift that 
has caused him to become recog- 
nized as a top-ranking global dip- 
lomat, but most of all with a kind 
and understanding heart, Dr. 
Bunche brought peace to the Holy 
Land. He also put new life in the 
United Nations. 


“Out at Lake Success” one ob- 
server wrote, “‘men who speak in 
a dozen tongues will tell you that 
Ralph Bunche has saved the in- 
ternational organization for peace 
from collapse. If fighting between 
the new state of Israel and the 
Arabs had been permitted to con- 
tinue, they insist, the U.N. would 
have followed the League of Na- 
tions into oblivion.”

HIS week Ralph Bunche will 
T be home from Oslo, with the 

gold medal of the Nobel Peace 
Prize and the case award of about 
$31,700. His elder daughter Joan 
will come home from Vassar and 
his younger daughter Jane will be 
home from Radcliffe. And ruling 
the roost will be Ralph Jr., who 
will clutter up the Bunche home 
in Parkway Village near Lake 
Success with his international 
gang of friends—Chinese, Indian, 
Pakistani, French, West African, 
Dutch and Danish children of U.N. 
residents. And after the holidays 
are over, Nobel prize winner 
Bunche will go back to his work 
at the United Nations. Waiting 
for him when he is ready to ac- 
cept is a professorship in govern- 
ment at Harvard University. That 
Ralph Bunche will not return to 
Washington is a certainty.

HE LAND OF REMBRANDT 
T ane Lucas van Leyden is no 

laggard in the widespread 
graphic arts Renaissance new 
under way, it is shown in a cur- 
rent exhibition by four Dutch 
moderns at Music and Arts Uni- 
versity, 3801 West Pine boule- 
vard. The show, to extend 
through Jan. 7, is the first under 
the school’s new policy of book- 
ing displays which are open to 
the public as well as being in- 
tended for the instruction a its 
students. 


On view are 22 lithographs 
and etchings by Jacobus Prange, 
Deborah Duyvis, Jeanne Oosting 
and E. de Rees. These exhibitors, 
all. tending toward representa- 
tionalism, cannot be said to tell 
the full story of contemporary 
Netherlands activity in the field, 
for a splinter group is working 
with greater freedom and ex- 
perimentation, with some stress 
on surrealism and abstraction.

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| How It Started 


“ A Woman Without Excuse—” 
HE inquiry of our correspond- 

T ent is for the origin of the 
saying, “It is hard to find a'| 

woman without an excuse.” 

It would seem that the reader 
has in mind an old English prov- 
erb, which stands in its original 
form as follows: “Find a woman 
without an excuse, and find a 
uare without a meuse.” 

Meuse is an old word denoting 
@ gap chrouga which a hare pass- 
es; in other words, the meuse was 
to the hare as the rathole is to a 
rat. To find a hare without this 
resource would be impossible— 
and there you have the idea of the 
saying, “Find a woman without 
an excuse, and find a hare with- 
out a-meuse”—both impossibili- 
ties! In later literature, and in 
collections of proverbs into which 
it found its way, “meuse” fre- 
—— is represented as “muse.” 

or example, in Howell's English 

roverbs, published in 1659, you 
ind this: 

“Take a hare without a muse, 
and a knave without an excuse, 
and hang them up.” 

And in Ray’s celebrated “Prov- 
erbs,” published in 1670, it is, 
“Find you without an excuse, and 
find a hare without a muse.” So 
it would seem that the aspersion 
is not always, or exclusively, on 
women. However, that is how the 
proverb started, ite author being 
the sixteenth century English 
pamphleteer, Robert Greene. 

Moreover, the association of 
women with excuses is an ancient 
one. It seems to have been Eu- 
ripides, the Greek dramatic poet 
of the fifth century B.C., who 
first gave it expression, thus: 

“You will find 1d excuses, 
for you are a wom

Goal: Conservation 


Of Our Resources

HEN one says that conservation of natural resources is 
the major interest of Mrs. Arthur J. Krueger, it should 
be stressed that the term is used in its broadest sense to 

include children and young adults as well as fields, forests 
and streams. “Certainly our 
young people represent one 
of our greatest resources,” 
says white-haired Mrs. Krue- 
ger, the former Marguerite 
Urban. 
Her father instilled in her 
a life-long love of nature 
which gained added: impetus 
when she married a natur- 
alist. ‘My husband and I 
have worked as a team in our 
interests in both nature and 
youth,” she says. 
A native of Quincy, Ill., and 
a graduate of Lindenwood 
College, Mrs. Krueger’s post 
as president of the Linden- 
wood College Club led ulti- 
mately to her other activities. 
It took her into the Eighth 
District, Missouri Federation 
ARTHUR J. KRUEGER... of Women’s Clubs, where she 
LOVE OF NATURE. became chairman of educa- 
tion and later chairman of conservation of natural resources 
for the district, then for the state. She is also a past presi- 
dent of the Eighth District.

Her contributions to the cause of conservation 
have been outstanding. During World War I she 
conceived the idea that living, growing trees made 
more suitable memorials than cold concrete shafts, 

a movement which has become increasingly popular.

@ IN 1941 she originated the idea of “penny pines,” through 
which club women contributed pennies toward the planting of 
trees. A penny would plant a pine seedling, $50 would 
plant a named forest. There are now 10 named “penny pine” 
forests the first of which, at Rockwoods Reservation near 
Pond, Mo., was named in honor of Marguerite Krueger in 
recognition of the reforestation accomplished through the 


program.

Mrs. Krueger is now president of the Henry 
Shaw Gardenway Association for the beautification of 
Highway 66 from Shaw’s Garden in St. Louis to the 
Missouri Botanical Garden arboretum at Gray Sum- 
mit, Mo. She is also a member of the Webster Groves 
Garden Club, Group 11. A program which fosters a 
love of nature and encourages each girl to raise her 
own garden at Meramec Hill School for Girls is an- 
other of her interests.

@ THE MARGUERITE KRUEGER CONSERVATION CLUB 
was formed and named for her when she was president of 
the Eighth District, Missouri Federation of Women’s Clubs, 
“It is the only conservation club in the world where women 
are banded tdgether for the sole purpose of studying and 
conserving our natural resources,” she explains. This club also 
maintains a scholarship at the School of the Ozarks. 

Mrs. Krueger’s work with youth is equally comprehensive. 
She is one of the sponsors of the Missouri Federation’s annual 
sophomore day pilgrimage, which takes the outstanding 
sophomore from every public school in the state to Jefferson 
City to observe the operations of their government.

As a member of the state board of the Missouri 
Federation of Women’s Clubs she is particularly in- 
terested in work being done with children and young 
adults at Algoa, Boonville, Chillicothe and Boys’ 
Town.

@MRS. KRUEGER was formerly a member of the board of 
the March of Dimes, is now on the boards of the St. Louis 
Society for Crippled Children and the city Park and Play- 
ground Association. During World War II she was head of 
the women’s division of O.C.D. 

She and her husband, a building contractor, work together 
in the Volunteer Film Association and both belong to the 
Current River Protective Association and the Meramec Valley 
Improvement Association. Their home is at 229 Kerruish

F you want to give Zack 

Taylor a present to make the 

New Year a happy one for 
him and to make Zack per- 
haps the manager of that year, 
just slip him the break Eddie 
Sawyer of the Phillies had dur- 
ing 1950. 

There is some resemblance 
between the Phillies of 1950 
and the new Browns. Sawyer’s 
club started to show pennant 
life late in 1949 and in the 
spring of 1950 observers in 
Florida picked the Phils as the 
club with the greatest potential 
of added strength from within. 
That is, the Phils hadn’t added 
any important new players, but 
they had young players of 
promise who might be expected 
to be a little better in the new 
season. 

That’s the Brownie picture, 
too. Taylor’s young men were 
troublesome for the contend- 
ers in the late weeks. The 
pitching had improved and 
Taylor was beginning to learn 
more about his youthful pros- 
pects. The Browns, like the 
Phils of 1949 and 1950 can ex- 
pect improvement from within. 
And this could be important, 
with the Yankees and Red Sox 
growing older, the Cleveland 
Indians slightly cracked and the 
Tigers with their troubles. 

It’s asking too much to ex- 
pect Old Zack to get us into 
the world series, but if there 
aren’t too many mofe_ bad 
breaks, like the loss of Dick 
Kokos, the Browns could be the 
surprise team of 1951. And 
pitching alone could make the 
difference, just as the clicking 
simultaneously of Curt Sim- 
mons, Robin Roberts, Bubba 
Church and Bob Miller made it 
possible for the Phillies to 
win. 

So Marty Marion Wants 
A One-Platoon Ball Club. 


ARTY MARION says he 
M wants a ball club that can 

play every day, without 
worrying about whether the 
enemy uses a right-hander or 
left-hander. Marty doesn’t like 
the two-platoon system. 

That's a good trick if you can 
do it, and it will be interesting 
to see what Marty will do if he 
has two outfielders of about the 
same defensive ability who are 
weak against one kind of pitch- 
ing. 

Eddie Dyer switched his out- 
fielders and switched men at 
other positions occasionally to 
get a slight edge in the batting 
percentage against the pitching 
of the day. But Eddie didn’t 
prefer the two-platoon system. 
He told us many times that his 
idea of the perfect ball club was 
one with eight regulars, includ- 
ing the catcher, who could play 
every day, barring injuries, so 
the only change from day to day 
would be his pitcher. That of 
course is the dream team of 
every manager. It has many 
advantages. It is the easiest 
club to handle and the club with 
the fewest substitutions pleases 
the fans more easily. 

Marion, however, has been 
disappointed in his first step to 
make his club a one-platoon af- 
fair. Marty no doubt figured 
that Andy Pafko of the Cubs 
would make a fine every-day 
center fielder for the Cardinals. 
But Frankie Frisch decided he 
wanted Andy for his regular 
center fielder. 

Bob Elliott is another player 
mentioned as wanted by the 
Cardinals. But good right-hand- 
ed hitters are scarce in every 
baseball camp. Billy Southworth 
would want a lot of talent be- 
fore he'd part with Elliott, aging 
though he may be. 

It could easily develop that 
Marion will find himself with 
the same personnel problems 
that existed when Dyer was 
calling the shots. And despite 
his expressed preference for a 
one-platoon system, we don't ex- 
pect Marion, old campaigner 
that he is, to ignore percentage. 

And speaking of Marty’s prob- 
lems, we'd suggest that perhaps 
the best Christmas present he 
could get would be that repaired 
knee in condition to function at 
shortstop for most of the season. 
Yes, the outlook for the Red- 
birds would be brightened tre- 
mendously if Marty didn't have 
to worry about finding and de- 
veloping a new shortstop.

$45,000 From Radio and TV 


Radio and television receipts from | 
tomorrow's National Football 
League championship game here 
will total a little over $45,000, 
Commissioner Bert Bell disclosed 
tonight. 

That, he said, is about $15,000 
more than the N.F.L. ever real- 
ized before from the broadcast- 
ing and video rights to its title 
battle. 

Bell said-the game will not be 
televised within a 75-mile radius 
of Cleveland because only $1,500 
was bid for this right. 

“I could not gamble with the 
players’ money on a $1,500 basis, 
so I had to turn them down,” Bell 
said. “The players come first.” 
An attendance of between 25.- 
000 and 30,000 is anticipated for 
tomorrow’s contest. After all ex- 
penses, the two clubs will get 30 
per cent of the net gate receipts. 

The players will receive the re- 
maining 70 per cent of the net 
gate, plus the entire$45,000 from 
radio and television. Of this 
player pool, the Chicago Bears 
and New York Giants, who lost 
to the Rams and Browns in con- 
ference play-offs, will receive five 
per cent shares each. The re- 
mainder will be divided among 
the Browns and Rams players, 
with the winning team getting 
one-fifth more of it than the 
loser. 

“It could be quite a pay day for’ 
the boys,” Bell said. 

Bell said this also would be a 
good year for club-owners, with 
10 of 13 showing a profit com- 
pared to only five among the 17 
N.F.L. and now defunct All-Amer- 
ica club operators in 1949. 

This was due, he said, to elim-

CHICAGO, Dec. 23 (AP)—Five proposals ranging from softening 
to complete elimination of the controversial “‘sanity code” will be 
debated by the National Collegiate Athletic Association at its annual 
convention in Dallas, Tex., Jan. 11-13. : 


The N.C.A.A. headquarters to- 
day released the agenda for the 
Dallas confab which also will 
thresh out such problems as pun- 
ishment for violators of the pres- 
ent code, television and constitu- 
tional revision. 

The fate of the code, which 
limits financial aid to athletes to 
tuition and incidental fees only 
on the basis of need, actually may 
hinge on a point of parliamentary 
procedure before an expected 200 
delegates. 

The’. N.C.A.A.’s_ constitutional 
revision committee has a propos- 
al to transfer Article Three (the 
sanity code) from the constitution 
to the by-laws. If this passes by 
the required two-third votes, the 
code as a part of the by-laws 
could be changed by a simple ma- 
jority instead of a two-thirds’ 
vote. 

Several Schools Facing Bar. 

But an N.C.A.A. spokesman said 
“it is presumed” that the conven- 
tion will operate under the old 
constitution for the duration of 
the meeting. Any new legislation 
affecting a constitution change 
therefore would not be operative 
until after the convention is 
ended.’

The Southern Conference in- 
sists that differences in institu- 
tional make-up, employment prac- 
tices and job availability make it 
impossible to fix an all-inclusive 
code of athletic operations. It 
prefers to let each school or con- 
ference work out its own prob- 
lems. 

The fifth code change has been 
proposed by the Central Inter- 
collegiate Athletic Conference on 
behalf of small colleges.

than nine tournaments are sched- 
Uled on the Illinois and Missouri 


sides of the Mississippi river so it 
will be a snap for those who like 
concentrated basketball to have 

eir wish fulfilled. 
Chief interest in the district 
will be the eighteenth annual 
twin-tournament at Normandy, 
considered by many as the prov- 
ing ground for the state cham- 
pion. Kirkwood, a Red winner a 
year ago, reached the state final, 
losing to Joplin in overtime. The 
Pioneers’ position as the team to 
beat in the Red Division has been 
taken over by Beaumont, rated 
No. 1 for the tournament. The 
Bluejackets also will be heavily 
favored to bid for the state title 
they last won in 1948. 

Beaumont will not see action 
wntil the second day of firing. 
Normandy, seeded second, is the 
favorite team in the Green divi- 
sion, won last year by St. Louis 
U. High. The Junior Billikens, 
along with Kirkwood, Beaumont 
and McBride, represented St. 
Louis in. the state series at Co- 
lumbia last March.

Depends on Where You Hunt 


UTDOORS news has taken a 


George Hammer, P. C. Mittler, 


Charles Difani and G. H. Havens, 
directors of the fishermen’s or- 
ganization, shot 50 rabbits in sev- 
eral hours on a farm near Mex- 
ico, Audrain county, Dec, 16. 


On thé same day, Charles 
Bergmeier, Walter Hunthausen, 
Charles Gerngross and George W. 


Wollmershauser of the Beagle 
Club bagged a total of only five 
bunnies, while hunting in Perry 
county. 


Hammer said: “From all the 


information we gathered there is 
an enormous increase in rabbits 
this year.” 


Wollmershauser said: “Rabbits 


fell off last year but it’s much 
worse now. You might find a few 
spots where there are some bun- 
nies, but in general hunting is 
rotten,” 


The Beagle Club man said he 


has been hunting in Perry coun- 
ty since 1920, but has never found 
rabbits as scarce as this year. 


“Perry county was the best spot 
in the state for this kind of hunt- 
ing,” he declared. “But look 
what happened a week ago! We 
tried 10 different places, with 
little or no luck. Formerly each 
one of these spots would have 
given us all the rabbits we 
wanted.” 

Wollmershauser, blaming the 
decline on foxes, said he was pre- 
pared to debate the subject with 
any member of a fox hunters’ 
association who disputes his state- 
ment. 

Hammer had a few words of 
advice for city residents who go 
into the country to hunt, 

“We approached several farm- 
ers and asked for permission to 
hunt on their grounds but they 
refused because hunters had been 
cutting their fences, using the 
land without permission and, on 
one occasion last month, started 
a fire that required the efforts 
of all the neighboring farmers to 
extinguish,” he said 

“Finally we got permission to 
hunt on a nice farm. Within an 
area of one square mile we killed 
50 rabbits and stopped. We re- 
turned to the farmer and gave 
him two rabbits, which left us 
one dozen apiece. 

“The farmer had asked us not 
to shoot quail and we did not. I 
would like to suggest to all hunt- 
ers that they identify themselves 
to the farmer and tell him they 
will be responsible for all damage 
they cause on his place. 

“If he asks you not to shoot 
birds, don’t do it. He can tell 
from the shot. 

“When through hunting, thank 


him, visit a little and invite him

How to Make Rabbit Pie. 

The Tennessee conservation de- 
partment offers the following 
recipe for “rabbit pie”: 

After the meat is cut into serv- 
ing pieces, soak in equal parts 
vinegar and water for 12 to 24 
hours. Then drain and wipe the 
meat dry, sprinkling it with salt 
and pepper and dredging with 
flour. 

Sear quickly in frying skillet, 
then add water to cover and sim- 
mer slowly in a covered pot for 
one and one-half hours. Two 


onions, two medium-sized carrots 
and two or three potatoes, all 
diced, should be added. 

Cook until the vegetables are 
done, then thicken the stew with 
flour. Place mixture in a greased 
baking dish and cover top with 
pie crust or biscuit. Return to 
oven and bake until dough is 
done.

Lowest in Five Years. 

The average number of ducks 
in a hunter’s bag the past wild- 
fowl season on the upper Missis- 
sippi was 1.01, the United States 
Fish and Wildlife Service reports. 
Area covered was from Lake 
Pepin at Wabasha. Minn., to Alton 
—a distance of 550 river miles. 

Average bag for the 1950 season 
was the lowest for any of the 
past five years covered in the sur- 
vey. The 9278 hunters checked 
this year had 9430 ducks. 

The ratio of the species to the 
total number of ducks killed was 
as follows: Mallards, 60.6 per cent; 
pintail, 9; blue-wing teal, 6.6; 
green-wing teai and wood duck, 
each 5.3; baldpate, 3.4; ring-neck, 
2.1; black duck, 2, and scaup, 1.8. 
Other species found in hunters’ 
bags included gadwall, shoveler, 
redhead, canvasback, goldeneye, 
bufflehead, ruddy, white-winged 
scoter and mergansers. 

There was a higher percentage 
of mallards killed this year, but 
a smaller ratio of pintail and teal. 

The average bag on the Upper 
Mississippi Refuge in previous 
years was: 1949, 1.62; 1948, 1.45; 
1947, 1.53, and 1946, 1.45. 


The South Side division, Con- 
servation Federation of Missouri, 
reports that it distributed many 
bags of quail feed in nearby areas 
during the recent cold spell.

may be watered regularly again, 
and they may also be fed with a 
weak solution of liquid manure. 


lf It Blooms Well 


It takes just a little “know- 
how” to produce a fine holiday 
show of bloom on the Christmas 
cactus, according to Ladislaus 
Cutak, who is in charge of succu- 
lents at the Missouri Botanical 
garden. 

“The Christmas cactus must be 
given proper rest periods,” he 
explains. “Plants that are bloom- 
ing now should be rested just as 
soon as the flowers are gone. 
Withhold water for about a 
month, but do not let the soil 
get powder-dry. Some of the 
leaves may turn yellow and drop 
off, but that does not matter, for 
they probably would fall anyhow.” 

At the end of this vacation 
period, the Christmas cactus may 
be repotted if the roots seem 
crowded. It needs richer soil than 
most members of the cactus fam- 
ily, however, for it is a jungle 
plant that thrives on rich humus. 

Although the Christmas cactus 
needs plenty of light, it dislikes 
direct sunlight, Cutak says. As 
soon as the weather is settled in 
late spring, plants can be put 
outside, either in the shade of a 
tree or on a porch. 

In early fall, from Sept. 1 te 
15, a second resting period begins.

VERLOOKING Washington Square in University City is a 
new and unusual edifice of contemporary design—the re- 
ligious and cultural center of B’nai Amoona, a conservative 

Jewish congregation. Simple yet dramatic in appearance, the 
$800,000 structure is an expression of the ability of Eric Mendel- 
sohn, internationally renowned architect, to relate form and func- 
tion dynamically. 

Occupying a corner lot 200 feet by 180 at Trinity avenue and 
Washington boulevard, the distinctive synagogue provides 
ample facilities through efficient and adroit utilization of space. 
Designed in the form of a hollow square around a land 
court, it houses a temple, chapel, large foyer and assembly hall, 
offices, classrooms, kitchen, recreation hall and storage rooms. 
By placing the temple at the interior corner of site, Mendelsohn 
made it a retreat for privacy and repose, away from intersection. 


The temple's parabolic roof dominates the structure because 
of its shape and because it is higher than other portions of the 
one- and two-story building. Daylight enters the place of wor- 
ship through a large clerestory across the west wall and through 
a monitor that runs down the center of the arched shell. Even 
the cantilevered overhang and metal baffles are functional, for 
they form an effective sun-break for the clerestory. Seating ca- 
pacity of the temple can be expanded by opening movable walls 
between it and the adjoining chapel, foyer and assembly areas. 

The B'nai Amoona center is Mendelssohn's first church struc- 
ture, although many extraordinary hospitals, office buildings, 
factories and houses in many parts of the world are tributes to 
his skill. In describing the new center, the noted architect says 
simply: “Its design does not try to imitate the past, yet it main- 
tains ancient Jewish traditior in all its principles.”

NOURISHING soup which can be prepared quickly and 
easily is a time-saver especially useful during the 
holidays. Leek and potato soup, adapted from a French 

peasant recipe by Mrs. Towner Phelan, St. Louis County 
sculptor, is such a dish. It is primarily a winter soup since 
all ingredients are staples. 
Phelan begins her preparation of the soup by trim- 
ming and washing the leeks and cutting them in half-inch 
ieces. Leeks are then cooked in butter over low heat until 
become translucent. One-fourth cup of water is added, 
the saucepan is covered and leeks are steamed for 10 min- 
»utes. Diced potatoes and a cup and a half of water are 
added and mixture cooks for 20 minutes or until potatoes are 
tender. Milk is added with seasonings and soup is allowed 
to heat through but not to boil. 

INGREDIENTS: Two cups sliced leeks, two good table- 
spoons butter, one and one-half cups diced potatoes, one 
and three-fourths cups water, two and one-half cups milk, 
salt and pepper to taste and one tablespoon chopped parsley. 
These amounts will serve six persons.

She's a traffic zig-zagger. Even polite sometimes jaywalk. 
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HAT MOST HARRIED Of mortals, the Amer- 
ican pedestrian, has come up with a 
secret weapon in his endless war with 
the U.S. motorist. 

His weapon ig guile! He has always had it, 
but he only started to use it when walking 
the streets became a matter of life or death. 
With it he now hopes to hold his own against 
the iron-clad foe who has been chasing him 
up and down the nation’s streets and high- 
ways for more than 40 years. 

Some observers believe that it’s a hopeless 
Struggle. But those who hold this opinion 
have underestimated their pedestrian. He’s a 
hardy animal, kept alive by craft and cun- 
ning, and he’ll never give up. He despises his 
tormentor, the motorist (except when he 
happens to be driving a car himself), and‘he’s 
fully prepared to fight to the end. 

Broadly speaking, the average pedestrian 
fits into one of these eight categories. Check 
them—and see if you find yourself! 


The Eight Types of Pedestrian 


> 1. The commando. This type, sharp of 
tongue and quick of wit, won’t take any non- 
sense from cars, taxis, trucks or buses. He 
likes to dart across the street when the traffic 
light is against him. His occasional reward 
for audacity: lumps! 

> 2. The self-starter. This jaywalker com- 
pletely camoufiages his real intentions. He 
usually starts to cross corners on the bias. 
Then, just as the light changes, he races fran- 
tically into the middle of the street, changes 
his mind and roars back again to the side- 
walk. Our ambulances are full of these impul- 
Sive fellows. 

> 3. The wise-guy. A past-master of the 
withering glare, he turns it on any driver who

» 4. The dreamer. Completely unaware of the 
approaching foe, he is liable to walk right into 
his bumpers.

» 5. The jack-rabbit. This fellow scurries in 
irregular, jerky motions across the street, be- 
having much in the manner of a broken field 
runner. He’s often clipped.

» 6. The statue. He usually gets caught in the 
middle of the street when the lights change. 
He stands there, making as small a target 
as possible, and hurls invective at passing 
drivers. His chances of reaching the age of 80 
are not regarded as bright. 
> 7. The school-ma’rm. When not waiting for 
a Boy Scout to guide her across the street, 
she sometimes darts out into traffic from be- 
hind a parked car. She’s also inclined to cross 
the highway in the middle of a block. Motor- 
ists regard her as a dangerous infighter anda 
poor insurance risk. 
» 8 The man who patiently waits for the 
traffic light to change before crossing the 
street.
